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Inspectors 
tell hospital 
that it needs 
to improve 

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital 
NHS Trust (PAHT) must make 
improvements, a Government 
watchdog ruled yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

The trust was given an overall 
rating of ‘requires improvement’ 
by inspectors from the Care 
Quality Commission. 

Despite this, the CQC rated the 
trust ‘good’ as to whether its 
services were caring and said 
maternity and gynaecology was 
‘outstanding’. There was also 
praise for the children’s ward, 
specifically the teenage zone 
which was described by 
inspectors as ‘outstanding’. 

But inspectors also found that 
the trust had significant capacity 
issues and was having to 
reassess at least three times a 
day. The pressure on beds meant 
that patients were allocated the 
next available bed rather than 
being treated on a ward 
specifically for their condition. 

Struggling 

Staff shortages meant that 
wards were struggling to cope 
with the numbers of patients. 

The lack of administrative 
staff and poor systems meant 
that patients waiting for 
outpatient appointments were 
often double or triple-booked. 

Despite this, it was noted that 
staff were exceptionally caring 
and went the extra mile for 
patients despite the added 
pressures on their workloads. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
welcomed the report and said: 
“The NHS staff at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital are second to 
none. We are lucky to have some 
of the finest NHS employees in 
the country who do so much to 
look after patients, even under 
very difficult circumstances. 

“The CQC report for the most 
part recognises this and I 
congratulate the maternity and 
gynaecology departments.”

VETERAN’S HOME

BURGLARS broke into the home 
of a former soldier while he was at 
a Remembrance Sunday parade in 
London. 

The thieves struck at the flat in 
Old Harlow while Stuart Ander¬ 
son, 28, was watching the march 
in Trafalgar Square. 

Among the items they stole was 
his MacBook computer contain¬ 
ing pictures of his children and 
the friends he had made during 
his tour of duty in Afghanistan. 

Once the news of the burglary 
was shared on social media, an 
online campaign was started 
by Facebook groups Harlow Bar¬ 
gains!!! and Spotted in Harlow to 
buy Mr Anderson a new 
computer. 

“It was a crazy day for me,” he 
said. “It was quite emotional 
watching the soldiers march past 
and a friend had called to ask if I 
was okay.” 

“I got back to my flat and saw 
that my cupboard was open, 
which seemed strange. Then I 
couldn’t find my laptop. 

Heartless 

“It had been taken, along with a 
large number of cigarette boxes. I 
was very upset and I think who¬ 
ever did this was completely 
heartless. They even took the com¬ 
puter charger.” 

He added: “The laptop con¬ 
tained all of my previous work 
contacts, photos of my children 
and friends from the Army. 

“Hopefully it will be backed up 


on the iCloud storage system but 
since the burglary I have not felt 
safe in the flat and I have been 
sofa-surfing.” 

Mr Anderson, who has three 
young daughters, started his 
career in the Armed Forces in 2008 
and from 2009-2013 served as a 
rifleman in Afghanistan. 

Since leaving the Army he has 
suffered from post-traumatic 
stress disorder and experiences 
flashbacks of his time on the 
frontline. 

The online GoFundMe appeal 
was set-up with a target of raising 
£1,000 to buy him a replacement 
MacBook. So far more than £500 
has been raised. 

Crazy 

“I posted the story on Facebook 
and it went crazy,” he said. “I don’t 
know the person who started the 
campaign but the idea is really 
sweet. 

“It will be good if they do raise 
the money and if there is any left 
over I will donate it to Help for 
Heroes.” 

A spokesman from the Royal 
British Legion said: “We are 
shocked and saddened to hear Stu¬ 
art has become a victim of theft. 
We extend every sympathy to him 
and his family.” 

The burglary took place 
between 8.30am and 8.30pm. 
Police are investigating the theft 
and have appealed for anyone with 
information to contact them on 
101 .

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Mental health trust 
shuts ward for year 

High risk patients to be treated elsewhere in county

HARLOW’S psychiatric intensive care 
unit has been shut down raising ques¬ 
tions about the provision of mental 
health services in the town. 

North Essex Partnership University 
NHS Foundation Trust closed the eight- 
bed ward, which is in the Derwent Centre 
at Princess Alexandra Hospital, on Fri¬ 
day. 

A senior member of the nursing team, 
who asked not to be identified, told the 
Star: “The demise of mental health ser¬ 
vices within the Harlow area is very sad 
for patients and staff. Patients will suf¬ 
fer.” 

The foundation trust say the ward has 
been closed as part of the £15m refur¬ 
bishment of the Derwent Centre and will 
reopen in 12 months, once the work is 
completed. 

In the meantime, patients who pose a 
high risk to either themselves or others 
will be sent to wards in Chelmsford or 
Colchester to receive treatment. 

But the trust has been accused of hand¬ 
ling the closure badly by failing to con¬ 
sult properly with staff and the public. 

The staff member, who has worked for 
the trust for several years, said that they 
were told the unit would not reopen due 
to the multi-million pound cost involved 
in doing so. 

“Staff were aware of the closure in May 
2016 and in previous meetings earlier 
this year staff were told that they would 
be supported and measures put in place, 
including a three-month consultation,” 
they said. 


“During the time of the first meeting 
on October 20 and until the patients were 
moved on Friday the patients became 
very upset and unsettled,” they added. 

“It was quite clear that the manage¬ 
ment had not taken into account the 
staff’s psychological and emotional 
needs. I work for a trust but there is no 
trust in the management. It’s appalling, 
towards the end the ward was in tur¬ 
moil.” 

The staff member said the situation 
was made worse by a member of the 
management team going on holiday 
shortly before the closure. 

They also said that during the week of 
the closure, a patient was transferred to 
another intensive care unit in a private 
vehicle against guidelines. 

Councillor Ian Beckett, who has cham¬ 
pioned mental health services in Harlow, 
added his concerns: “As someone with 
experience of the Derwent Centre, as a 


visitor, an inpatient and an outpatient, 
I’m concerned to hear about the loss of 
Shannon Ward albeit temporarily. 

“The pressures this is likely to place on 
crisis teams should not be underestim¬ 
ated along with the logistical difficulties 
it will present to patients and their fam¬ 
ilies.” 

A spokesman for the trust said: “As 
part of this work it has always been 
planned that the Shannon House area of 
the centre, which is the psychiatric 
intensive care unit, would need to close 
for a period of time and alternative 
arrangements were already in place. 

“However, as work has progressed it 
has been found necessary to move this 
closure forward. Shannon House has, 
therefore, closed as of last week and the 
patients have been moved to other units. 
Alternative provision for patients requir¬ 
ing intensive care are available else¬ 
where in the trust.” 


Feedback for school plan ‘completely positive’ 


HELENA Mills said feedback 
to Burnt Mill Academy 
Trust’s proposals to run a new 
secondary school has been 
“completely positive”. 

The BMAT trust announced 
last month plans to take on the 
running of the former Pass- 
mores Comprehensive site as 
a new free school and sixth 
form for students aged 11 to 19 


years old. 

BMAT now needs to secure 
support from the Tendring 
Road community and gain 750 
signatures of support from 
parents. 

“The feedback has been 
completely positive, and there 
has been no negativity at all,” 
said Ms Mills. “I think people 
know we offer a really high 


quality education and see a 
real need for the school, and 
particularly a sixth form.” 

Ms Mills said she has met 
with three headteachers from 
primary schools in the 
Tendring Road area and the 
consensus has been that a new 
school is needed. 

The new school is scheduled 
to open as a sixth form in 


September 2017 and a multi¬ 
form Year 7 entry from 
September 2018. Burnt Mill 
has until March to achieve the 
target number of signatures. 

The trust oversee the run¬ 
ning of secondary Burnt Mill 
Academy, First Avenue, Har¬ 
low, and Forest Hall Academy 
in Stansted and a number of 
Harlow primaries.

■ From front page 
said: “We welcome the CQC 
report and are grateful for 
their recognition of the 
capacity difficulties facing 
the trust that have led to 
both staffing and bed 
shortages, as well as issues 
in outpatients. 

“Some of the actions 
already taken to address 
the concerns identified 
include: 

■ A concerted recruitment 
and retention drive that 
has led to a significant 
increase in the number of 
new nurses joining the 
trust, with 200 expected in 
the coming months. 

■ Working with our 
commissioners and social 
care partners to create 
facilities in the community 
to ease pressure within the 
hospital. 

■ A considerable increase 
in the number of nurses in 
outpatients, an additional 
400 outpatient clinics since 
August, and the option for 
patients to be seen and 
treated elsewhere in order 
to reduce waiting times. We 
have also just completed 
several months of rigorous 
checks to identify and 
follow up every patient 
awaiting treatment. 

■ Intensive training and 
follow-up checks to ensure

AN 11-stone dog is achieving national 
fame after setting a new Guinness 
World Record for eating sausages. 

Leonberger breed dog Hagrid, who 
lives with his owners in Old Harlow, 
caught and ate 14 hot dogs in 30 
seconds at a dog show in Birming¬ 
ham. 

With his shaggy coat and huge 
frame, the name Hagrid is well suited 
to the three-year-old. 

His owners Sarah and David Woodt¬ 
horpe-Evans, both 54, feed him with 
two or three turkey carcasses or a 
kilogram of tripe every day. 

“He [the man from Guinness World 
Records] said he wanted to draw a 


crowd and asked if he could do any 
tricks. Hagrid is very laid back and 
placid, but they came up with the idea 
of throwing food to him,” Sarah 
explained. “Hagrid was made to sit in 
a small area and only eat the sausages 
that he caught. By eating 14 in 30 
seconds he smashed the previous 
record of seven.”

The leonberger has gained fame in a 
number of national newspaper art¬ 
icles, but around Harlow he has been 
known for years. 

“He is known all over Harlow and is 
very much a celebrity,” Sarah added. 
“If we ever meet our daughter from 
school with him students will rush 
over.” 


Hagrid shares a home with the 
much-smaller Hermione, a labrador 
and poodle crossbreed who was a res¬ 
cue dog. 

“He is very relaxed and a bit of a 
plodder. We usually take him on walks 
in the fields in Old Harlow. 

“Sometimes smaller dogs can be 
aggressive as he is so laid back, but 
he’s best friends with Hermione and 
they play hide and seek together,” said 
Sarah. 

The dog’s names were chosen by 
youngest daughter Carmen, 16, who 
has been described by her mum as 
“Harry Potter mad”. David and Sarah 
have two other children daughter 
Bridget, 20 and son Ross, 18. 

Sarah added: “Hagrid also loves 
swimming and has been trained to 


rescue people from the water. 

“We’ve been to the coast before and 
he went round trying to save every¬ 
body whether they wanted it or not.” 

“We became interested in the breed 
after we came across a man who used 
to take his leonberger to various cafes 
in the area. 

Impressive 

“I think they are such impressive 
dogs, especially the males which have 
the manes. We did a bit of research and 
we were able to find a breeder selling 
the larger leonberger type.” 

Hagrid freely roams the downstairs 
of their family home, but the stress of 
walking down stairs on his large legs 
has led the owners to block him from 
going upstairs.

Ex-teacher jailed 

A FORMER Harlow teacher who star¬ 
ted a sexual relationship with a teen¬ 
age girl over the internet has been 
jailed for 18 months. 

Thomas Marriot, 25, was told he had 
exploited his position of authority and 
behaved in a “most grievous way” by 
abusing the trust that had been placed 
in him. 


for 18 months for internet sex chats with teenager 


Marriot, who now lives in South- 
port, pleaded guilty at Chelmsford 
Crown Court to five charges of causing 
a child to engage in sexual activity, 
causing her to watch a sexual act and 
three offences of downloading inde¬ 
cent images. He also admitted three 
further offences of downloading 291 
indecent images to his mobile phone. 


Prosecutor Carolyn Gardiner said 
Marriot sent her a picture of his top 
naked and the next day a full naked 
picture, and asked her for one back. 

During a four-month period she sent 
20 photos and received 20-30 back, but 
in April of this year she told her 
mother. The mother reported the mat¬ 
ter and the defendant was suspended. 


Andrew Nuttall, representing Mar¬ 
riot, said in mitigation the defendant 
accepted his abuse of trust was grave 
and what had started as banter had 
developed into inappropriate contact. 

In addition to the jail sentence Mar¬ 
riot was banned from contact with the 
girl and ordered to remain on the Sex 
Offenders Register for 10 years.

Put an end to 
the slaughter

Mum-to-be was killed by former boyfriend

A POLICE officer broke down in tears during the 
second day of an inquest into the death of a heavily- 
pregnant young woman who was murdered by her 
former fiance. 

Essex domestic abuse safeguarding officer Aman¬ 
da Staples was giving evidence at the inquest of 
Harlow College student Eystna Blunnie, which was 
reopened on Monday after a two-year campaign by 
her parents. 

Ms Blunnie, 20, was killed on June 27, 2012, by 
Tony McLernon, who in March 2013 was sentenced 
to life and told he must serve at least 27 years before 
being eligible for parole. 

After kicking and stamping on Ms Blunnie’s body, 
he left her for dead in Howard Way, Harlow. Their 
unborn baby Rose did not survive the attack. 

Conviction 

An inquest was opened and adjourned a few days 
after her death but it was later decided a full hearing 
should not take place following McLernon’s con¬ 
viction. 

However, Ms Blunnie’s parents, Kevin and Susan, 
of Hailing Hill, Harlow, pressed for the inquest to be 
reopened because they said there were 
“unanswered questions” about the case. 

This week Essex area coroner Eleanor McGann 
told a jury of eight men and three women at 
Chelmsford Coroners’ Court that the purpose of the 
inquest was to establish how Ms Blunnie came by 
her death and under what circumstances. 

“You will be looking at what happened around her 
death and in the lead up to her death,” she added. 

The inquest is scheduled to last for three weeks 
and will hear evidence from witnesses on behalf of 
Essex Police, the Crown Prosecution Service, Essex 
Social Care, North Essex Partnership Foundation 
Trust and Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS 
Trust. 

In her opening remarks Mrs McGann said the 
jurors, when reaching their conclusion, could 
expand on the murder verdict but not change it. 
They could also include other relevant matters. 

On Tuesday, Detective Constable Staples told the 
hearing that she took a telephone call from Ms 


Blunnie’s father at 5pm on January 3, 2012. 

Recalling computer notes of the conversation, DC 
Staples said Mr Blunnie told her his daughter had 
left the family home at Hailing Hill on New Year’s 
Eve and gone back with McLernon. 

She wrote: “He said he and his wife were at their 
wits end and don't feel that they can take Eystna 
back again. This is causing so many problems 
within their family.” 

DC Staples told the hearing that Mr Blunnie had 
not reported any criminal offence or indicated his 
daughter was in danger. If he had, she said she 
would have escalated the case to a supervisor and 
asked an officer to call on her. 

Under cross-examination by solicitor Matthew 
Gold, the officer agreed Mr Blunnie’s conversation 
raised four new risk factors - that she had moved 
back with McLernon, her father felt McLernon had 
some hold over her, her parents felt they couldn’t 
take her back and she was pregnant. 

Mr Gold asked DC Staples whether a fresh risk 
assessment should have been carried out at that 
stage. The officer replied: “Yes in the cold light of 
day and now looking at it. Yes, another risk assess¬ 
ment should have been done.” 

Mr Gold went on: “Then the conclusion must be 
that the response at the time was inadequate?” C 
Staples replied: “I have to say yes.” She then broke 
down in tears. 

Violence 

On the first day of the inquest, Inspector Martin 
Passmore, who headed up the murder inquiry for 
Essex Police, confirmed his force had been aware of 
McLernon’s record of domestic violence with pre¬ 
vious partners. 

The hearing was told that in a text message sent 
to a friend, McLernon wrote that he wanted 
someone “to really hurt Eystna” and on another 
occasion he said he would “go to prison for her”. 

PC Matthew Seager, who dealt with two alleged 
domestic violence incidents in early December 
2011, said Ms Blunnie did not want McLernon 
arrested and said would not support a prosecution. 
No further action was taken, the jury was told. 

The hearing continues.

HARLOW stood in silent tribute to those service 
men and women who have lost their lives in 
conflict at the Remembrance Day service.

A PRIMARY school teacher is get¬ 
ting wrapped up in a Christmas 
challenge to give gifts to children 
who would otherwise not receive 
a present. 

Sarah Walker, of Sycamore 
Field, Harlow, has filled and 
wrapped nearly 70 shoeboxes with 
gifts for youngsters in eastern 
Europe.

picked Blythswood Care, a charity 
based in Scotland which delivers 
them to youngsters in Romania. 

She spent the half-term break 
wrapping the boxes and will soon 
be sending them away. 

“My house is just now full of 
boxes,” she said. “Five of us spent 


a long time wrapping them. I have 
packed them with stationary, toi¬ 
letries, underwear, hats, socks 
and presents.

A CHARITY which helps families in 
need is hoping for a blizzard of support 
for its winter fundraising campaign.

Work starts on £180k project 
to refurbish Latton lock gates

The 20-year-old wooden gates, which 
weigh between 2.8 and 3.5 tonnes, will 
be refurbished to ensure they do not 
leak after two decades of wear and 
tear. 

The work is due to be completed by 
the end of November. 

Canal & River Trust supervisor Gra¬ 
ham Smith said: “We’re really pleased 
to be getting these gates repaired. 

“They’ve suffered over the years of 
being constantly opened and closed so 
we need to get them out of the water 
and make some repairs. 

“The Stort is a beautiful waterway 
and this is a great example of the type 
of work that needs to be done to keep it 
in top condition so that everyone can 
continue to enjoy it.”

Treasure 

hunter’s 

lucky find 


A TREASURE hunter who 
unearthed an old bucket in a 
field has struck it rich after 
being told the contents could 
be worth more than £1 m. 

Paul Coleman, pictured 
below, found the lead bucket 
containing more than 5,000 
silver coins while out with 
members of his local metal 
detecting club at the end of 
last year. 

The coins, which are 
almost 1,000 years old, were 
taken to the British Museum 
where they were studied by 
experts who say they could 
be worth as much as £1.3m. 

Because the coins are so 
old and it is not possible to 
find out who they legally 
belong to, they become the 
property of the Crown. 

But because Mr Coleman, 
who lives in Southampton, 
found them, it has been 
decided he is entitled to a 
share of their value, as he is 
the person who owns the 
land on which they were 
found. 

Speaking of the moment 
he found the buried treasure, 
he told reporters: “When my 
metal detector started 
beeping it felt like the size of 
a manhole cover and that 
caused me to nearly not dig 
it up.” 

It is understood that a 
museum is likely to buy the 
coins.

Generation gain: 
Supplying colour 
through the ages 
to the royals and 
us locals alike... 


N 1914, Bernard Chapman’s 
father was part-way 
through an apprenticeship 
at Europe’s largest nursery 
when, like most young men, 
he joined the armed forces and 
spent four years fighting for his 
country. 

When he left the Army in 1918, 
he decided to buy his own 
nursery on the Hoddesdon side 
of Dobbs Weir. 

He quickly gained a reputation 
for high-quality produce, 
growing cucumbers and 
tomatoes in the summer and 
Snowball chrysanthemums in 
the autumn. 

At Christmas, pot hyacinths 
and little tulips were grown, 
followed by daffodils and tulips 
until it was time to plant 
tomatoes and cucumbers again. 

The emphasis was on quality 
produce, and most of it was sent 
to Covent Garden for West End 
clients. 

However, greengrocers and 
florists locally soon got to hear of 
his reputation and started to 
purchase from the nursery, 
coming from as far afield as 
Loughton, Epping and 
Chelmsford. 

In 1927, disaster was to strike 
when the Lea Valley was hit by 
extreme floods which ruined the 
crops. 

Magnificent 

Mr Chapman decided that he 
wanted to move to higher ground 
and in 1930 he purchased Beale 
Oaken farm at Roydon Hamlet - 
110 acres of land with a 
magnificent house where 
Bernard was born. 

He set about building a new 
nursery, using the farm 
buildings to grow mushrooms. 
Much of the rest of the land was 
sold off. 

Once again he built up a high 
reputation and was to win the 
Lea Valley Growers’ prize four 
times in a five-year period. 

He was presented with a 
superb silver trophy but, sadly, 
this was stolen in 1971. 

Mr Chapman started a

delivery service to shops as far 
afield as Saffron Walden, 
Romford and shops in north 
London. 

In 1939 petrol rationing caused 
major problems with how far he 
could deliver and the 
Government made him grow 
food not flowers, which was 
problematic as he was not being 
able to purchase any bulbs from 
Holland. 

With North Weald and 
Hunsdon aerodromes so close, it 
became a very hostile area. 

In Nazeing Mr Chapman had 
ideas to move to a safer area and 
purchased an 11-acre property 
with two houses, in which 
sister-in-law Lillian and family 
still live today. 

It was during this time that 
the Chapmans first encountered 
the Royal family, as the Queen 
Mother’s childhood home was 
nearby. 

Decorate 

The firm has supplied the 
Bowes Lyon family ever since; 
Lillian and her daughter Sue 
recently had to decorate the local 
church for a visit by the Queen. 

Mr Chapman’s son, Bernard, 
learned many of his skills at 
Whitwell, growing sweet peas, 
Sweet William, chrysanthemums 
etc, which he learned to pick and

bunch at an early age. 

In 1953 Bernard joined the 
RAF and when he left the service 
the Chapman family made its 
first venture into retail, 
purchasing Floral Garden in 
Hitchin and also a shop in 


Stevenage. These were an instant 
success, so Bernard decided to 
train at the British Academy of 
Floral Art in London, where his 
tutor made the main tribute for 
King George VI. Bernard passed 
the exam with honours. 

The business was now flying 
but disaster was to strike when 
Bernard’s father suffered a heart 
attack, passing away two years 
later. 

Family business 

This left Bernard and his 
brother Arthur to run what was 
fast becoming a very large 
family business. 

At the age of 23 Bernard 
decided to give up his football 
aspirations and concentrate on 
the business. 

He also then met a beautiful 
young woman and they have now 
been married for 53 years. 

From then on the business 
grew rapidly, with 18 shops and a 
distribution network to 80 
further outlets. 

It was to become the third 
largest Interflora outlet in 
Britain, spreading across five 
counties. 

At its peak it was importing 
from many countries, 
particularly Holland, Israel, 
Kenya and various South

American countries and one 
grower locally was contracted to 
supply 10,000 stem 
chrysanthemums per week from 
Covent Garden (£5,000 pounds of 
flowers in today’s terms, or 
£50,000 per week). 

A similar amount was spent at 
the Dutch auctions at Aalsmeer. 

The business was beginning to 
spread out so Arthur and 
Bernard decided to split it in to 
two companies, Arthur taking 
the Hertfordshire side nearest 
his home, while Bernard took on 
the Essex area with shops in 
Harlow, Basildon, Braintree, 
Brentwood, and so on. 

Important 

The market still played an 
important part and was handed 
over to Steve Webb to run. 
Gradually the salad side was run 
down to concentrate on the 
flower side of the business. 

The wholesale division was 
also run down to concentrate on 
the firm’s retail outlets. 

The Hertfordshire division 
run by Arthur then suffered a 
major disaster when he was 
diagnosed with cancer and his 
son Richard - Bernard’s nephew 
- died in an accident. As a result, 
the Hertfordshire shops had to 
be sold off. 

However, the Essex side of the 


company continued to flourish 
under Bernard’s stewardship, 
with son Geoff now playing a 
major role. Daughter Tracy is 
also a director. 


The firm has supplied many 
rich and famous clientele, 
including Dame Barbara 
Cartland, who insisted it was the 
only florist that knew what pink 


was. Another royal connection 
came via her daughter Raine, 
Countess Spencer, who became 
the wife of the father of Princess 
Diana. The firm supplied many

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I ARLOW Playhouse audiences 
won’t be able to take their eyes 
off Let’s Hang On. After five 
years of performances, the 
tribute show to the music of 
Frankie Valli and the Four Seasons will 
be returning to the venue this month. 

Remarkably, after 50 years, the rock ‘n’ 
roll songs are more popular than ever. 

Guitarist Dino Buttarazzi, who says 
the show has won the praise of Frankie, 
is looking forward to playing in Harlow. 

“We’ve been to the Playhouse two or 
three times a year for the past five years, 
we keep going back as the audience can’t 
get enough,” he said. “It is not so much

Since their formation the band have 
played some of the country’s largest 
venues. 

Fans are always up for singing along 
to classics such as December 63 (Oh What 


A Night), Bye Bye Baby, and Dino’s 
favourite Can’t Take My Eyes off You. 

The climax of each show is the 
five-piece’s spectacular version of the 
most famous hit Let’s Hang On. 

Dino said: “Unlike other tributes, this 
one is all about the music and it doesn’t 
matter so much what we look like as the 
songs are the most important thing. 

“We make enough changes to the set to 
keep things interesting for us, and the 
songs are never a chore to play.”

Axe falls on old league 
but club get a lifeline 

Men’s and women’s teams to combine in new division

THE search for the next Andrew 
Osagie to star for Harlow Athletic 
Club has been given a lifeline 
after fears that the senior teams 
would no longer be competing in a 
league were diminished. 

Osagie, who made the final of 
the 800m at the 2012 London 
Olympic Games, starred for his 
home town club in Southern 
League meetings during his teen¬ 
age years. 

But having battled on despite 
not being able to stage their 
Southern League home meetings 
at Mark Hall Sportscentre 
because the track lost its com¬ 
petitive licence, the axe was set to 
fall on the whole league. 

High standard 

However, Harlow have been 
granted permission to join a dif¬ 
ferent league and the club’s senior 
men’s and women’s teams will 
combine and compete in this from 
next year. 

Club secretary Paul Avontuur 
explained: “With a switch to the 
Southern Athletics League, Har¬ 
low AC will continue to provide 
competition for men and women 
at a very high standard. 

“The new league will also 
provide youngsters coming 
through the ranks with new or 
additional opportunities to test 
themselves against some of the 
best local athletes. 

“Hopefully, the combined men 
and women’s team will continue 


to be as successful in the new 
league, as they were as separate 
teams in the SML [Southern 
Men’s League] and SWL [South¬ 
ern Women’s League.” 

Harlow will start life in the new 
league in Division Three North 
(East), probably competing 
against clubs such as Woodford 
Green & Essex Ladies, Colchester 
and Tendring, Peterborough, plus 
Newham and Essex Beagles. 

Men’s captain Dave Bauer, a 
Great Britain masters interna¬ 
tional in field events, explained 
that the demise of the old league 
came about because not enough 
athletes, officials or volunteers 
came forward to run it, both in the 
men’s and women’s format. 


“They have both been steadily 
dying for some years,” said Bauer, 
who first started competing for 
Harlow in 1984. “We either enter 
this league or we no longer have a 
women’s team or a men’s team in 
any league in the summer season, 
which would be quite frankly 
catastrophic for a competitive ath¬ 
letics club as we are.” 

Harlow first moved to its Mark 
Hall home in Old Harlow in 2005 
when the complex was finished. 

They were based at the old Har¬ 
low Sportcentre location in Ham- 
marskjold Road, until it closed.
